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Hunger Drives 
Slavs to Drink

RUSSIAN writer in The 
Wratsch asks if there fe 
any relation between the 
drinking of methylated 

spirits, or wood alcohol, and the dis- 
order of ihe Russian «mics? He 
Publishes statistics of cases of this 
form of intoxication from the records 
of Petrograd hospitals. His conclu- 
sion, as he points to the increasing 
number, is that industrial fatigue 
and hunger are main causes of this 
drinking of poisonous spirits. The 
consequences are exceedingly harm- 
ful to the race, and he is inclined 
to welcome vodka as the lesser of the 
two evils. Vodka, however, is 
scarce and the price continues to 
rise. But, as compared with wood 
alcohol, it is almost innocent; it 
might be called a temperance whis- 
key. He concedes that vodka also is 
injurious, but the practical voint is 
how to prevent the increase of alco- 
holism where so much _ industrial 
fatigue and so much industrial un- 
rest exist. The prohibition of vodka 
was doubtless well meant, but the 
first enthusiasm has damped down, 
and there is now no real temperance, 
It must not be assumed because a 
man does not take alcoholic drinks 
that therefore he takes no stimulant. 
Some patients in the Petrograd hos- 
pitals took methylated spirits under 
the mistaken notion that it was not 
spirits. It is certainly much cheaper 
than vodka or than potato spirit, 
such as the Germans brought to the 
trenches. 

The price of whiskey of good qual- 
ity is prohibitive, owing to the scar- 
city of grain. This is particularly 
so in Lithuania and the country near 
Riga, which the Germans now oc- 
cupy. The “Courier,” at Cracow, re- 
ports that a sack of flour in Lithu- 
ania costs 1,000 rubies; a sack of 
Potatoes 400 rubles. In this sense a 
sack may be the equivalent of a bar- 
rel, so that hunger and its natural 
consequence, fatigue, are extreme. 
The Russian doctor draws the infer- 
ence that the root cause of drinking 
is fatigue. 
writer, Sullivan, to the effect that 
stimulants give a feeling of warmth 
and ward off chills; they produce a 
sense of enjoyment, gratification and 
| comfort; they give greater zest to 
social intercourse; they lessen pain, 
| relax nerves wearied by physical or 
| mental labor; relieve the pressure of 
daily cares, deaden trouble, and anx- 
iety, improve the outlook on life, im- 
| part fresh vigor to the healthy man, 
| and enable him to surmount difficul- 
| ties and perform deeds which other- 
| wise he would have regarded as be- 
| yond his powers. 

All this is probably true, and if 
true of countries like England and 
Wales, is certainly the case in still 
greater intensity with Russia. The 
explanation of the military collapse

may be this fact that alcoholism 
and industrial unrest have thrown 
such an increased strain upon organ- 
| igation that it has given way. Such 
| is the view of the writer in Wratsch, 
and he gives details that have not 
been published in the daily press. 
He states, on the authority of the 
Minister of Commerce, that the so- 
cial purposes of the revolution have 
been allowed to override military re- 
quirements to such an extent that 
the output of munitions has been re- 
duced 60 per cent. 

According to this medical view, 
the problem before the Russians is 
| how to lessen the consumption of 
spirits by alleviating industrial fati- 
| gue and industrial unrest. Obser- 

vations under the best conditions, 
he says, show that alcohol abolishes 
the unpleasant symptoms caused 
by labor. Under war conditions 
the temptation is obviously 
great and industrial drinking—that 
, is. the taking of drinks at 


He quotes an English | 


very | paraffin and petrol. 


‘ yees torougnout tne aay—goes with 


disease, with emotional depression 
and worry, with bad and insufficient 
food—all war conditions in a certain 
degree. The cure, as The Medical 
Journal of Petrograd sees it, is not 
total prohibition. The proposition 
being accepted that industrial fa- 
tigue and industrial unrest are re- 
lated as cause and effect, the obvious 
thing to do, if possible, is to lessen 
industrial fatigue. No one, it says, 
who has not felt it, can realize the 
feeling of utter helplessness which 
industrial fatigue in its severe forms 
really means.”’ 

Industrial unrest and its evils 
exist in England and France, but 
the Governments of the two coun- 
tries have taken measures to com- 
bat them. George Barnes, chairman 
of the Commission on Industrial Un- 
rest, believes high prices and profit- 
eering are potent causes. Witb re- 
gard to drink as a cause, Professor 
Stanley Kent, whose lecture in Lon- 
don on ‘Fatigue and Alcohol,” has 
just been published in The Lancet, 
says: ‘The true cure for alcoholism 
is the provision of decent surround- 
ings in the factory and the home, 
adequate wages, leisure and ri - 
tion, clubs, recreation rooms, oor 
and outdoor games—in short, the 
elements of a healthy, full and inter- 
esting life, in place of a mere exist- 
ence without interest, without pleas- 
ure, and without hope.”’ 

These ideals no doubt will prevail 
in England, but in Russia, according 
to the financial paper the ‘Vestnik 
Bankouwi,” the vast Russian peas- 
antry and poor are virtually gov- 
erned by the soldiers and seditious 
elements. The revolution is now in 
its social stage, and in the present 
laxity of public opinion the pros- 
pects of anything like prohibition or 
drink control are not cheering. in 
fact, the desire for social freedom is 
one of the things that swept away 
the reigning family and its restric- 
tions upon vodka. It points out, fur- 
ther, that in such a situation of 
social chaos drink and the propagan- 
da of German secret service can 
relied on to paralyze the Russlay 
offensive, 


Gave Life for Ten Others, 


A thrilling story of self-sacrifice is 
recorded in the London Gazette an- 
nouncement of the award of the Al- 
bert Medal of the First Class to 
Lance-Corp. Charles Henry Ander- 
son, late of the 114th Battalion of 
the London Regiment, who lost his 
life in France in November last. The 
official narrative is as follows: 

On Nov, 28, 1916, Lance-Corp. 
Anderson was in a hut in France 
with eleven other men, when, acci- 
dentally, the safety pin was with- 
drawn from a bomb. In the semi- 
darkness he shouted a warning to 
the men, rushed to the door, and en- 
deavored to open it so as to throw 
the bomb into a field. 

Failing to do this, when he jud 
that the five seconds during wh 
the fuse was timed to burn had 
elapsed, he held the bomb as close 
to his body as possible with both 
hands in order to screen the other 
men in the hut. 

Anderson himself and one other 
man were mortally wounded by the 
explosion, and five men were in- 
jured. 

Anderson sacrificed his life to save 

‘a comrades. 

Motor ftarges Used, 

A train of barges driven by motor 
traction recently reached the Re- 
gent’s canal with loads of coal from 
the Midlands in England. These 
were the first motor barges to navl- 
gate the English canals for any dist- 
ance, and the beginning of a develop+ 
ment which the Board of Trade is 
watching with interest. In_ their 
journey of 150 miles from Cannock 
Chase to St. George's wharf, King's 
Cross, the motor barges navigated 
seven different canals, und managed 
all the locks with ease, leaving the 
horses on the towpath panting after 
them in vain.

Curious Custom Still Obtains at wea 
dings in Bombay, India, 

The rites and customs pertaining 
to the ceremony of marriage differ in 
various parts of the world. Every- 
where the solemnization of the con- 
tract is attended with mirth and re- 
joicing, says the People’s. Home 
At a native wedding in 
Bombay, India, the wedding guests 
literally ‘paint the town red” by 
throwing on one another a kind of 
red powder until they are crimson 
from head to foot.

ping trio two priests sit beside a

mony. One casts a few grains of 
rice into the fire and the other, with 
a ladle, a few drops of oil. During 
these performances the bridegroom, 
seated in a carriage outside the tem- 
ple, receives the congratulations of 
his friends. In the Far East the 
bridegroom would seem to be the 
member of the party most to be 
envied.
